—PATRIOTIC FARMERS— 

A trip throughout the prairie 
farme thie eeeding time shows cer- 
tain unueual things — the absence 
of many young men of military age 
on farme; the ehortage of almost 
any kind of hired help - male or 
female - and the number of old men 
and women, many of whom have 
come come out of retirement, and 
who are struggling along to do farm 
work much of which is obviously 
beyond their physical powers. 

It is all, however, a splendid 
tribute to the patriotism of our 
prairie people. 

The work of food production is 
hard, the hours are long, prices are 
low, or at the beat only moderate; 
bul prairie farmers do not strike 
What a contrast to some of those 
young men who work in industry, 
munition plante and mines and who 
we bear now and again use these 
times of nation etrees to etrike for 
higher wages; and on the average, 
industrial workers of Canada are, | 
calculate, 53% better off than they 
were at this time in the laet war, 
and farmers are decidedly leas well 
off.

throughout the year are expected to 
save 20,000,000 pounds of meat for 
vital purposes.

WHEAT STEM SAWFLY 


Just one year ago, we emphasized 
the sawfly threat. We directed the 
attention of farmers to an excellent 
description of control methods, 
Special Pamphlet No, 50, and placed 
a copy in all line country elevators, 

Let us remember two faets 
Firstly, the sawfly is still a threat 
and, secondly, it can be controlled 
The results of research and experi- 
mentation are, year by year, leading 
to more effective control method 

Last year, Dr, K, M. King and 
Dr. C. W. Farstad, through thi 
co-operation of farmers, conducted 
aseries of 18 sawfly trap demonstra- 
tions. The results are full of mean- 
ing to all wheat farmers in sawily 
areas. We quote from the report 

“In every district except one, 
well-planned sawily traps gave ver 
worthwhile control in 1942... ‘They 


show clearly that good sawlly tray 


can be highly effective in Sask 
chewan, 

“In the trapped fivlds, aun 
iverage, less thin 2 rods at the 
margin were sulliciently infested... 
to result in severe losses of head 


due to fallen stems, Comparabl 
untrapped wheat was severely in 
fested to more than 11 rods from 
the margin, on the average of the 


districts represented in this study, 

“Tt is estimated that, on the 
average, at least ten times as many 
heads of wheat were lost in the 
untrapped fields than in the com- 
parable trapped ones,”
